OF KILLING CHILDREN 


Gladys May Parks Found Guilty 
of Second Degree Murder 
and of Manslaughter. 


By the Associated Press. 
CAMDEN, N. J., Jan. 18. — A 
jury tenighteconvicted Gladys May 


Parks, former cabaret entertainer, 
on each of two indictments on 
which she was on trial—of murder 
in the second degree for the slay- 
ing of Timothy Rogers, 2 years 
old, and of manslaughter for the 
death of his sister, Dorothy, 4 
years old. 

In New Jersey the penalty for 
second degree murder is 20 to 30 
years in prison, for manslaughter, 
1 to 10 years. 

Supreme Court Justice Frank T. 
Lioyd will pronounce sentence 
Monday. This may be a maximum 
of 30 years for second degree mur- 
der and 10 years for manslaughter 
to run consecutively, or it miay be 
a minimum of 20 years on the 
first indictment and one year on 
the second, to run concurrently. 
The jury of 12 men deliberated 
a Mttle more than six and a half 
hours. 

The 35-year-old woman stotuly 


had died after a light whipping, 
and that Timothy Rogers had met 
death after an accidental fall 
downstairs. 

Once during the day while Pros- 
ecutor Clifford A. Baldwin was dvr- 
livering the closing address to the 
jury, she rose and shouted, .“He is 
telling lies.’’ 

The prosecutor had just referred 
to her as a “cold, calculating, sly. 
cunning, clever, diabolical crea-

The defense let the case go to 
the jury with Miss Parks as the 
only witness in her own behalf. 
She was on the stand for nearly 
four hours during which she denied 
she had -killed. the children and 
said she had 0 tata to burial her- 
self because s was frightened.

WASHINGTON, , Jah.. 18.—The 
drys in the House of Representa- 
tives today repulsed repeated at- 
tempts made by the wets to alter 
plans of the administration for 
spending $15,000,000 on prohibition 


enforcement during the next fiscal 
year. . 

Tumultuous debate preceded each 
of the decisions in regard to how 
the Volstead act will be ‘financed 
under the pending Treasury-Post- 
office appropriations bill. The 
House expressed its determination 
again to sanction the present meth- 
od of denaturing industrial alcohol, 
refused to allot $300,000,000 for 
enfoFfeement, approved expenditure 
of $50,000 for propaganda on be- 
half of prohibition, and rejected an 
amendment precluding employment 


der indictment or convicted of a 
felony. 

The controversy over prohibition 
began when Congressman tla 
Guardia (Rep.), New York, raised 
a point of order that there was no 
authority for the appropriation of 
$15,000,000 for prohibition enforce- 
ment, He based his point on the 
contention that the eighteenth. 
amendment was null and void- 
through its own provisions, that it 
be ratified by three-fourths of the 
states after it became an article of 
the Constitution. 

La Guardia’s Plea Overruled. 

The presiding officer, Congress- 
man Snell (Rep.). New York, over- 
ruled La Guardia on the ground 
that the House was no place in 
which te bring up a question of 
constitutionality and because the 
dry laws had not been repealed. 

Congressman Linthicum (Dem.), 
Maryland, leader of the wet bloc, 
proposed to preclude the poisoning 
of industrial alcohol. 

Congressman Beedy ° (Rep.), 
Maine, raised a point of order that 
Congressman Sabath (Dem.), Illl- 
nois, had cast reflection on the fu- 
diciary and enforcement officers. 
Although a dozen or more mem- 
bers entered the-debate, order was 
obtained through parliamentary 
means. 

Beedy discovered that La Guar- 
dia and not Sabath had said that 
the moment Government officers 
got into trouble over a- shooting, 
they were removed from state 
courts and taken before United 
States Commissioners and  dis- 
charged, Sabath had declared that. 
instead of the officers being prose- 
cuted, they were defended by the 
District Attorneys in each and ev- 
ery instance. : 

Congressman Tilson (Rep.), Con- 
necticut. who was then in the 
Speaker's chair. ruled that what 
Sabath said was not in violation of 
parliamentary lahguage, and the 
La Guardia statement was ignored... 

Condemns Dry Organization..: 

The Anti-Saloon League was bit- 
terly assailed ‘by Congressman 
Clancy, (Rep.). Michigan, who said 
its convention at Detroit was 
“racked with cheers. when any 
speaker condoned promiscuous 
killings by prehibition agents and 
indirectly incited the agents to kil> 
more men, women and children.” 

“The Anti-Saloon League in De- 
troit," he asserted, “is screaming 
for more blood, more killings, more 
cruel and unusual punishments for 
‘offenders and for the incarceration 
in prisons of more and more | 
Americans.” 

Congressman Schafer. (Rep.). 
Wisconsin, a ‘wet, took issue with 
Congressman Cooper, (Rep.). Ohio. 
who said that the 1928 election 
decided the liquor question. Scha- 
fer said that President Hoover was) 
elected by the American people be- 
cause “of his brilliance and ability 
and not ‘because the Democratic 
candidate was a wet.”

Alleged Bootlegger Arrested 
—One of Victims Second 
of Family Killed in Liquor 
Raid.

WEST PALM BEACH, Fla., Jan. 
18. — Two Federal. prohibition 
agers were killed late today by 
George W. Moore, alleged bootleg- 
ger, when four dry officers armed 
with search warrants. attempted 
to enter the Moore residence here. 

The agents killed were F. R. Pat- 
terson, Fairfax County, Virginia. 
and Robert K. Moncure, Wash- 
ington. William McNalty and 
James Crugler, the other members 
of the raiding party, escaped un- 
harmed. Moore was arrested on a 
blanket charge pending investiga- 
tion. : 

Bearing search warrants, issued 
this afternoon by United States 
Commissioner Robert L. Earnst, 
the agents went to the Moore home 
which had been under surveillance 
all day. Moncure “and Crugler 
went to the front door, while Pat- 
terson and McNalty went to the 
rear of the residence. The shoot- 
ing followed. The surviving agents 
refused to give any details of the 
killing. 

Moncure's body was found on 
the front porch. Patterson tay, 
still alive, in the kitchen at the 
rea® and was taken to a hospital 
where he died. Both had been 
hit by buckshot from Moore’s shot 
gun. 

“The agents who escaped,ran to 
get help.\ Chief of Police Matthews 
responded'to their call. He walked 
to the house and called to Moore 
who responded from an upper story 
with an invitation to “Come up.” 

When he reached the landing of 
the stairway he said he saw Moore 
with a shotgun leveled at him. 
Moore held him a bay for 20 min- 
utés, but Matthews finally  per- 
Suaded him to surrender. 
'*Moore’s wife and little daughter 
were in the home at the time of 
the killings. 

Police said it had been alleged 
that a truck load of liquor had been 
taken into the house last night. 

The Moore residence is in the 
residential district of the city, on 
the Dixie Highway which goes 
through, the center of West Palm 
Beach.’ 

The Moncures came here two 
years ago from Fredericksburg, 
Va. He was 33 years old. 

Mrs. Moncure said tonight her 
husband was the second member of 
their family to be killed in a dry 
raid, a cousin of Moncure was 
killea on a similar raid in Balti- 
more, three years ago, having been 
shot as he went around a house 
he intended to search. Besides his 
widow, Moncure is. survived by a 
son, Knox, 16 years old. Mrs. Mon- 
cure said her family were close 
friends of the family of Prohibition 
Commissioner Doran. .

In oth- 
er words, it is using one monopoly 
to build another, It is the exclu- 
sive selling agency for the General 
‘Electric Co., the Westinghouse 
Electric Co., and other corporations 
avwhich, between them, maintain a 
snonopoly in the production of the 
apparatus used in radio commun!- 
‘cation. In addition, it has a sub- 
‘sidiary, R. C. A. Communications, 
inc., which engages in commercial 
“wireless communication between 
“the United States and approximate-

American naval opinion is vig- 
orously against any reduction in 
the size of battleships. Two argu- 
ments are used in support of this 
view, one that the economy to be 
effected by such reduction is neg- 
ligible, the other that the funda- 
mental need of the United States 
is for large ships with a maximum 
cruising radius. This need is said 
to arise from the fewness of our 
overseas naval bases as compared 
with the score maintained by 
Great Britain. We require large 
ships, our Admirals argue, to 
serve as floating bases. Our dele- 
gates have given no indication 
whether or not they have been 
moved by the Admirals’ conten- 
tion. 

Slogans Shelved. 

It is a happy augury for the 
success of the conference that less 
and less attention is being paid 
to overworked -slogans such as 
“Parity,” and “Yardsticks.” From 
the character of the delegates and 
from observationsethey have let 
fall, it appears that the confer- 
ence will deal with the naval 
problem from a strictly realistic 
point of view. The impression 
grows that conference will discard 
the idea of exact ratios and ad- 


'dress itself to the business of dis- 


covering the minimum defensive 
requirements of the several na- 
tions for the next six years and 
“pegging” their-naval strength at 
those figures. This procedure 
would lead to no immediate scrap- 
ping of ships but would end dan- 
gerous naval competition and open 
the way to progressive cutting in 
future. 

The best augury is the will to 
succeed which has been manifest- 
ed by the British, Americans and 
Japanese. If this spirit endures— 
and all conference preliminaries 
give ground to believe that it will 
endure—there should be no in- 
superable obstacles to finding the 
necessary formulas to satisfy na- 
tional pride. No Shearers have ap- 
peared on the scene. 

The American delegates will en- 
ter the conference with a good 
working knowledge of other na- 
tions’ points of view and-with a 
desire to end formalities as fast 
»as possible and get down to work 
in committees. If they have their 
Way a steering committee will be 
appointed with a representative 
from each delegation to determine 
the order of discussion of contro- 
verted questions. None is willing 
to predict the duration of the con- 
ference. 

The attitude of the American 
delegation may be summed up in 
the words of one of its members: 
“I approach the conference,” ‘he 
told the writer, “with an open 
mind and with a solemn feeling 
that this is most important task 
I have ever undertaken.”

existing law. Several increases in 
these rates including that on yarn 
have been approved. 

The rate tentatively accepted to. 
day was 33 cents a pound and 50 
per cent ad valorem on all values 
of wool felt hat bodies, 41,000,000 
of which were said to have en- 
tered the United States last year 
under the present levy ranging 
from 24 cents and 40 per cent ad 
valorem to 45 cents and 60 per 
cent, depending on value. The new 
duty would be far below that®ap- 
proved by the House—40 cents a 
pounds and 75 per cent. 

The Senate rejected an addi- 
tional levy of 26 cents, which was 
proposed in the House bil) and the 
pending bills for each article of 
blocked wool felt hat bodies and 
finished wool hats imported. 

Senator Gillett (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, argued for the higher dt- 
ties On hat bodies. . He said that 
while imports had increased 375 
per cent in the last three years, the 
domestic industry had lagged, with 
mills refraining from producing 
more than 25 per cent of their ca- 
pacity because of the cheaper im- 
portations.

An increase in street car service, 
designed to see whether shorter 
waits between cars will encourage 
riding, will be put into’ effect on 
six lines tomorrow morning by the 
St. Louls Public Service Co. 

This means an increase of 330 
round trips a day, or 22,000 seats, 
on thesejlines, the company says. 

The six lines on which the added 
‘service will be given are Page, 
Cherokee, Broadway, Grand, Park 


and Compton, and Cass. The long- 
est wait between cars on any of 
these lines from 7 a. m. to 7 p. m. 
will be five minutes, with rush 
hour service of a car every one to 
two minutes. The greatest increase,

Cherokee, 34; Grand, 66; Broad- 
way, 39; Cass, 58. 

The Transit News containing the 
announcement gives a schedule by 
hours for éacu line showing the 
time between cars at various hours 
of the day. The publication bears 
the request that riders preserve it 
as a guide to service, and by doing 
so they will be able to check up on 
the actual time between cars. 
There is alsé given a list of trans- 
fer points and a sketch map of 
the route of each of the six lines. 

In its announcement, the com- 
pany gives the higher fare now 
paid by street car riders as the 
reason it can offer the added serv- 
ice. 

“For the first time in many 
years,” the announcement says, 
“street car riders are approaching 
in the carfare they are paying the 
actual cost of the ride. The com- 
pany, beginning to approach ade- 
quate revenues, hastens to turn 


back some of the increase in fare 


into service.” 

There have been two increases in 
fare in the last six months. On 
Aug. 26 the straight 8-cent fare for 
adults was supplanted by a new 
schedule of 10 cents cash, or a 
weekly commutation ticket of 12 
rides for 90 cents, with additional 
rides for ticket holders for 6 cents.

The club handled 570 trouble calls 
in 24 hours on Friday. Between 
midnight and 2 p. m. yesterday it 
handled 435 more. The largest 
number of trouble calls ever 
handied by the club in a single day 
was. 585. 

Nearly all of the calls were due 
to inability to start because of weak 
batteries or congealed lubricants or 
frozen radiators. With little chance 
to sleep or eat, the club's whole 
headquarters staff and 100 service 
trucks were constantly in action, 
the service men working under 
great difficulty on the cold streets. 
It was necessary to leave some dis- 
abled cars outdoors Friday night 
for lack of garage spdce. 

All garages, besides those of the 
club, have been having a busy 
time and those used merely for 
storage purposes, both downtown 
and in the residential sections, have 
been overflowing. 

State Highways Kept Open. 

Main highways of Missouri and 
Illinois remained open to careful 
travel in spite of the snow, the 
automobile club reported, except 
that the St. Francis River has 
flooded U. 8S. No. 60 at Fisk, east 
of Poplar Bluff, Mo. and _ the 
Black River has inundated State 
No. 53 south of Poplar Bluff.

O’Neil 
Doesn’t Know Whether 
He Can Return to U. S. 
or Not—Passport Expired | 


By the Associated Press. 

CANNES, France, Jan. 18.—A 
sick, broken old man sits in the 
villa St. Augustine on the vutskirts 
of this city ionging for a sight of 
the Statue of Liberty and the Kan- 
sas and Oklahoma oj fields which 
produced his fortune. 

He is James E/ O'Neil, former 
president of the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Co., an@ missing witness in the 
Teapot Dome oii scandal. He and 
Henry M. Bilackmer, who was 
president of the Mid-West Refin- 
ing Co.; fled from the United States 
to Europe rather than give testi- 
mony in the Teapot Dome investi- 
gation which. it was charged. 
might have incriminated their 
friend, Harry F. Sinclair. 


O'Neil, who has evaded process 
servers who sought to subpena him 
since 1924, is an American citizen, 
but his expired passport does not 
enable him to leave\ France unless 
headed for the United States. and 
to return to the United States may 
involve countless complications for 
him. 

He is quite iti of heart trouble 
and he wants to go back homie. 
Numerous lawyers are making in- 
quiries on his behalf as to just 
what will happen when he sets 
foot on American soil. His physi- 
clans advise against a voyage. 

When Blackmer, the other miss- 
nz witness. was discovered two 
years ago on a train between Mon- 
aco and Nice the American Gov- 
ernment representatives theught 
that O'Neil would be an easy catch. 
But O'Neil learned that once his 
friend accepted the legal paper 
handed him by a4 smiling young 
consular officer, the American 
courts were quick to fine him 
$100,000 for not appearing at the 
hearing. 


O’Neil qualified as the world’s 
best missing witness. In Southern 
France alone five consular offi- 
cers, two Secret Service operators, 
a dozen reporters and a weird col- 
lection of private detectives search 
for him in vain. The hunt extend- 
ed to Italy. Spain and North Africa. 
O'Neil was “reliably reported” as 
befng in a monastery near Flor- 
ence, Italy.

Rarities from strange corners of 
the earth have been added to the 
exhibition, The Tulipans and tady 
slippers, evéry¥@ne an example of 
perfection in its variety, are inter- 
spersed .with unusual achieve- 
ments of. the hybridist and original 
species which thrilled many a jun- 
gle-worn orchid hunter. 

The setting had its finishing 
touches last week. It is a black 
and silver pavilion of geometric 
forms in the center of the Flora! 
Display House. So far as known 
here, this_is che first modernistic 
flower show ever presented. — 

from the Himalayas and the 
Andes, Burma and Pananta and 
Australia came the orchids dis- 
played in this setting of ultra-so- 
Phistication. Dozens of them are 
the reward of Superintendent 
Pring’s orchid hunts in Colombia 
and Central America, and others 
came to the garden through two 
gifts of great importance in its 
march to world eminence. 

Valuable Contribations. 

More than 70 varieties, some of 
which cannot be en anywhere 
else in the United States, are shown 
amoung the lady slippers bequeathed 
by the late D. S. Brown of Kirk- 
woed, whose gift gave the garden 
its first impetus in orchid culture. 
Among them are species he im- 
ported from Burma and the Hima- 
layas. hybrids from England, and 
others which he crossed himself. 

Some of the rarest and most in- 
teresting came frem the garden's 
tropical station at Balboa, Canal 
Zone, the giff which placed it out 
in front of other orchid collections. 
The donor was the late Charles W. 
Powell, an unassdming pharmacist 
whose hobby made him world-fa- 
mous. 


Among the displayss obtained 
from the tropical station, and pro- 
pagated in the special orchid- 
houses of the 1600-acre garden at 
Gray Summit, are two remarkable 
Panamanian varieties.’ One is the 
“Lady of the Night.” with a single 
snowy flare surrounded by four 
slender yellow petals. The variety 
has a long blooming period, and 
several flowers were included in 
the Veiled Prophet Queen’s bou- 
quet last fall.

Dr. Charles Armstrong, public 
health officer, charge of a na- 
tion wide survey of the disease, 
-said his check-up showed a total 
of 40 well established cases and 
four others about which there is 


slight doubt. 

Public health service bacteriolo- 
gists, Armstrong said, are at work 
in an effort to identify bacteria 
causing the sickness in parrots. He 
brought the body of a parrot from 
Baltimore several days ago, and 
cultures have been made from it 
sn the hygienic laboratory. 

“The parrot from which we have 
obtained cultures,” he added, “was 
associated with a human case of 
psittacosis in Baltimore, but it 
will take another week to establish 
the identity of the bacteria.” 

A number of casés of parrot 
fever have been recorded in Bal- 
timore, after the discovery in An- 
napolis of the first cases to re- 
ceive scientific attention during the 
present outbreak. The disease is 
said to “resemble both typhoid 
fever and pneumonia. It is 
thought the first cases occurred 
during the Christmas season, and 
are traceable to a shipment of par- 
rots received at New York. 


Says He Found Psittacosis Germ 
in Parrots. 
By the Associated Press. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 18.—Dr. Lioyd 
Aronld, University of Illinois bac- 
teriologist, announced today he 
had found the germ causing psi¢ta- 
cosis in the body of a parrot owned 
by Mrs. Vearle Whitson of West- 
Mont, Ili., who lies seriously ill, a 
suspected victim of parrot’s fever. 

Dr. Arnold undertook the post- 
mortem examination of the bird 
several days ago after the woman’s 
sysmtoms were pronounced similar 
to those of psittacosis. Dr. Arnold 
is a member of the State Board of 
Health.

WASHINGTON, etapa 18, —The 
sensitiveness of the Prohibition 
Bureau to widespread charges that 
wets and drys alike have been 
making against the. character and 
Enforcement 


statement issued tonight by Com- 
missioner Doran. In an effort to 
show that the bureau tries to em- 
ploy only persons of good repute, 
and that it takes pains to instruct 
them in their duties and responsi- 
bilities, the enforcement chief de- 
seribed the tests by which agents 
are selected, and r6cited at length 
the oral and written instructions 
given them. 

The statement obviously was in- 
tended to answer not only the crit- 
cism of such drys as Senator. Bo- 
rah, who recently ‘declared that 
prohibition would “never be en- 
forced with the present personnel,” 
but also to meet the familiar 
charge that agents continuously 
violate other laws in the enférce- 
ment of prohibition. Dr. Doran 
laid exceptional stress on the warn- 
ings given agents about observing 
the “‘sanctity of the home,” 
about being scrupulous to observe 
the law covering searches and seiz- 
ures, 

On Sanctity of Home. 

In this connection, he stated that 
agents are given the following ex- 
plicit instructions: 

“The courts, both Federal and 
State, have at all times held the 
sanctity of a person’s home must 
be preserved, and that it should 
not be invaded except in_ strict 
compliance with the law. A man’s 
home has been described as his 
castle, and should be guarded by 
the law.” 

Commenting on this phase of 
Dr. Doran’s statement, Senator 
David I. Walsh, wet Democrat 
from Massachusetts, said: 

“Such a policy would be a wel- 
come change from the past. Judg- 
ing from the numerous tragedies 
that have occurred, some of us 
might have been warranted in sup- 
posing that agents were expected 
to preserve the sanctity of the 
bome if they have to kilt every 
man, woman and child in it to do 
sO.

And again: “On behalf of the Bu- 
reau, for your own self respect, and 
because it is right} tell the truth.”. 

Congressman La Guardia (Rep.), 
New York, one of the wet leaders 
in the House, commented upon the 
Doran statement as follows: 

“I do not dispute that the bu- 
reau tries to employ honest meén. 
The trouble with thin accursed law 
is that it corrupts honed’ men after 
they get into the service. As to 
the orders about observing the 
sanctity of the home, we know how 
that works out. When a Federal 
agent makes a raid on doubtful ev- 
idence, he takes a local officer 
with him. If it turns out that the 
officers have vidlated the Inw, the 
Federal agent blames it on the lo- 
cal man, and the erg officer 
blames it on thé Fedéral man. 

“Dr. Clarence Trae Wilson re- 
vealed just how much respect -the 
dry fanatics heve' for the sanctity 
of the home when he recently ad- 
vocated the suspension of the 
fourth amendment as it relates to 
the enforcement of the be tm 
laws. In their utter bigotry, these 
people forget all the centuries of 
tyranny and oppression that led to 
the adoption. of these safeguards, 
and are willing to wipe them out 
merély to make prohibition more 
effective.

Lewif B: Tebbetts Seeks $19,- 
800 From.. Lincoln 
Natjonal Life. 


Suit for $19,800 was filed in Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday by Lewis B. 
Tebbetts, 935 Laurel street, 
against the Lincoln National Life 
Insurance Co., with headquarters 
in Fort Wayne, Ind. The suit is 
on two counts, one for $14,800 in 


commissions, which Tebbetts al- 
leges is due him as a sub-agent of 
the company, and the other a dam- 
age claim for $5000 on the ground 
that the company dismissed him a 
week ago without giving the stipu- 
lated month's notice. 

ccording to Attorney Fred 
‘a Eaksona Jr., representing Teb- 
bets, the dismissal was caused, his 
client thinks, by the complaint of 
rival insurance agents that he was 
getting customers to abandon old 
pqlicies for one he was writing, 
known as the “emancipator,” sold 
by the Lincoln National Life. This 
in insurance parlance is termed 
“twisting,” but the attorney de- 
clares his client’s conduct _ was 
neither unlawful nor. unethical, 
since the question of misrepresen- 
tation did not enter. 

Associated With Sullivan. 

Tebbetts alleges in his suit that 
he made a broker's contract with 
the company by which it agreed to 
accept all’ policies he could sell un- 
der the emancipator plan. He avers 
he sold $1,070,000 of these policies, 
but the company rejected the busi- 
ness. He is associated with James 
B. Sullivan, with offices in the Am- 
bassador Building, head of local 
agents of the Lincoln National, 
Sullivan recently filed suit to en- 
join the company from abandon- 
ing the emancipator plan, which, 
he says, he originated. His attor- 
neys, Judson. Green, Henry & 
Reminers, are associated with 
Armstrong in the Tebbetts case. 

The deposition of Stratford Lee 
Morton, St. Louis general agent 
of the Connecticut Mutual Life 
insurance Co., 316 North Eighth 
street, in a $100,000 damage suit 
filed against him and his company 
by Sullivan, was taken Friday. The 
suit is pending at Clayton and is 
based on a letter alleged to have 
been written by Morton to Sulli- 
van's home office, the Lincoln Na- 
tional Life, in which the word 
“twisting” was used. Sullivan 
charges that the letter was in- 
tended to reflect upon him. 

In. -his deposition Morton de- 
clared that twisting is frowned 
upon by a majority of reputable 
insurance’ ‘brokers, but he con- 
tended the term as he had used 
it in the letter was no impeachment 
of honor. 

Definition of Twisting. 

“What do insurance men mean 


by twisting,” the witness_.was asked 


by P. H. Cullen, attorney for Sul- 
livan. 

“That you induce a policy owner 
to abandon one company’s policy, 
for another,” the witness replied. 

Morton added that such practice 
was regarded as so unethical most 
insuranee companies’ instructions 
to their agents forbid it. He ad- 
mitted that twisting would be ethi- 
cal if there was no misrepresenta- 
tion in connection with it, but, he 
said, that is seldom the casé. 

Cullen asked iiim if he didn’t 
mean the dishonorable sort of 
twisting when he wrote the letter 
which is’ the subject of the suit. 
Morton reiterated that he did not 
suggest misrepresentation by any 
one in particular.

ON COLLEGE ATHLETICS 


Bulletin Says Faculty Control 
Often Impairs Status of: 
Amateur the* Mest. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK. Jan. 18.—The Car- 
negie Foundation’s famous “Bulle- 
tin 23,” which stirred the country 
three months ago with charges of 
recruiting and subsidizing athletes, 
was followed today by the publii- 
cation.of “Bulletin 24” which also 
contains criticisms of American 
college athletics. 

“Some of the institutions that 
have most completely adopted the 
doctrine of faculty control have 
been found to be doing most to 
impair the status of the amateur,” 
said Dr. Henry 8. Pritchett, presi- 
dent of the foundation, in a fore- 
word, noting “certain contrasts be- 
tween the educational theory of 
college athletics” as set forth in 
Bulletin 24 and “the actual prac- 
tice of college athletics as reflect- 
ed in Bulletin 23.” 

“Many of the advantages that 
are claimed for present-day sport,” 
Dr.” Pritchett decares, “represent 
the desires and hopes of its pro- 


results.”’ 

Consisting largely of excerpts 
from more than one thousand ar- 
ticles, some which never before ap- 
peared in print, the bulletin covers 
such topics as scholarship and ath- 
letics, coaches and coaching, ath- 
letics for girls and women, sports- 
manship and professionalism. It 
contains 305 pages and was com- 
piled by Prof. W. Carson Ryan Jr. 
of Swarthmore College. — 

“Once opposed. then tolerated, 


athletics have come to be regard- 


an important part of the 
educational process,” Prof. Ryan 
observes in summarizing the re- 
sults of his. study. 

Football Kspecially Cited. 

“Existing opposition to athletics 
is directed for themmost part not 
at athletics themselves but at what 
are regarded as evils resulting from 
an exaggerated and commercialized 
athletic system, especially in inter- 
collegiate football. 

“It is now recognized that more 
and more the educational! institu- 
tion—school or cellege—must exert 
itself to administer athletics edu- 
cationally, with adequate student 
responsibility but freedom from 
outside noneducational control. | 

“The claim that athletics seri- 
ously interferes with scholarship 
apparently remains unproved 4qjJ- 
though there is some _ recent evi-. 
dence that athletes do not reach 
fully the levels of intellectual aft 
tainment their 
would make possible. 

“As to health, college athletes 
are found to have better life-expec- 
tancy than the general population 
but no better than the college pop- 
ulation, which is itself a selected 
group, and not so good as that of 
college men of high scholarship 
rank. 

“More athletics rather than less 
athletics is generally accepted as 
one of the remedies for athletic 
ills—that is, an opportunity-for all 
youth to participate in athietics 
through intramural and similar ac- 
tivities,

Teachers of Youth. 
“Coaches and athletic directors 
are regarded as highly important 
whose personal 
and professional qualifications 
must be of the best, and who must 
understand how to teach, not dom- 
inate. 

“Considerable difference of opin-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18,-—The 
overworked specter of Socialism 
was again invoked today by the 


privately owned electrical utilities 
to justify their enormous propa- 
ganda expenditures which have 
been exposed by the Federal Trade 
Commission investigation of the 
public utility industry. 
‘ rnard F. Weadock, specia? 
counsel for the Joint Committee 
of National Utility Associations, of 
which almost all of the privately 
owned utility companies are mem- 
bers, filed with the commission to- 
day more than 100 exhibits, pur- 
porting to show that several pro- 
gressive and socialistic groups, with 
interlocking directorates, were con- 
ducting an “organized campaign to 
disrupt and socialize the industries 
of the country.” 

“These exhibits show,” said 
Weadock, “that the electric utili- 
ties were forced into much of their 
publicity efforts as a matter of 
self-defense.” 

Barred From the Record. 

Commissioner McCulloch, before 
whom the utility hearings were 
held, refused to allow the exhibits 
to be filed for the record. Wea- 
dock challenged the ruling, declar- 
ing that the utilities industry was 
being cut off from the presenta- 
tion of its case. The clash be- 
tween McCulloch and Weadock be- 
Came so sharp that McCulloch in- 
structed the commission reporter 
to suspend the record temporarily. 

McCulloch finally agreed to let 
Weadock make a statement for the 
record naming the groups that had 
issued propaganda favoring public 
Ownership of utilities He riiled. 
however, ‘that the resolution by 
Senator Walsh (Dem.), Montana, 
under authority of which the in- 
vestigation was held, directed only 
an inquiry into the activities of 
public utility companies and not in- 
to the efforts of others. 

Today’s hearing ended the two- 
year inquiry into pwhblicity activi- 
ties of the utilities. The Trade 
Commission will begin Feb. 4 an 
inquiry into the financial set-up of 
the utilities. 

Organizations Attacked. 

The groups named in Weadock’s 
exhibits are the League for Indus- 
trial Democracy, the Public Own- 
ership League, the National Pop- 
ular Government League, the Peo- 
ple’s Legislative Service. the Na- 
tional Socialist party and the Con- 
ference for Progressive Political 
Action. . 

In a formal statenient, Weadock 
said: “This evidence was submitted 
on the ground that no fair ap- 
praisal of: public utility publicity 
could be had without an under-. 
standing of its necessity in combat- 
ing the misrepresentations and oth- 
ér activities. of these individuals 
and organizations,whose announced 
purpose has been to socialize the 
electrical utilitfes as an opening 
wedge in their larger campaign 
against all private enterprise.” He 
did not state what the “misrepre- 
eentations’’ were. 

Some of the Omissions. | 

The Weadock statement was 
more*remarkable for what it did 
nét say than for what it did say. 
Thefe was no mention of the fact 
that the groups named were rela 
tively small and not infivential; 
that they had no advertising con- 
tracts at their dieposal to force 
money-minded editors to use their 
material; that they were not fi- 
nancially able to pay large sala- 
ries to college professors for util- 
ity lectures, and were not in a po- 
sition to doctor economic text 
books, 

By invoking the socialist speo 
ter. Weadock followed the usual 
utility - propaganda tactics. It will 
be recaliéd that memoranda and 
letters discovered by the trade 
commission disclosed that lecal 
propagandist agents weré instruct- 
ed to “hang the Bolshevik label 
on oppotefits - whose arguments 
could not be met successfully on 
econemic grounds.” This method 
was followed by J. B. Sheridan, 
former agent in Missouri for the 
utilities. 

The . “Elimination” of Thompson. 

The Weadock statement and ex- 
hibite were directed in part at 
Carl D. Thompson, cretary of 
the Public Ownership poe and 
organizer of a public superpower 
conference in Washington. When 
Sheridan was on the stand in 
1928 he testified that after many 
local utility managers had protest- 
ed to the Keith Vawter Chautau- 
qua circuit against Thompson's 
address “Superpower,” Thomp- 
son been “eliminated” from 
: in Missouri. Commis- 


These three men, together with H. 
S. Raushenbush of the League of 
Industrial Democracy, met in the 
office of Senator Norris the report 
charged, “with a grou > of Pro- 
gressive Senators and Congressmen 
and public ownership advocates ‘to 
devise further means of attacking 
the utilities, particularly in connec- 
tien with Boulder Dam and Muscle 
Shoais."’ 

“In discussing this meeting,” the 
report continued, “a Socialist news- 
paper declared: ‘the public owner- 
ship and operation of these two 
great projects wil] split the power 
trust wide open and pave the way 
for the practical realization of So- 
cialism as nothing else will.’"’ The 
newspaper that made the state- 
ment, the exhibit showed, was the 
American Appeal of Chicago. 

The marking on the exhibits, 
apparently made by Weadock or 
his subordinates to catch atten- 


tations. For instance, in @ photo- 


‘| etat of a bulletin by the People’s 


Legislative Service outlining the 
program of progressive Repub- 
licans, the portion marked said: 
“These men in whom the Ameri- 
can people have confidence will 
stand for a program that will in- 
clude: 1. Honesty in government 
2..Clean clections and an effective 
corrupt practices act. 3. Equality 
of agriculture with industry, bank- 
img and commerce. .4. Public de- 
velopment and operation of Mus- 
cle Shoals and Boulder Dam. 65. 
The Norris amendment to abolish 
‘lame duck’ s@ssions of Congress 
6. Early and effective control of 
floodwaters on the Mississippi Riv- 
er and its tributaries.” 

Weadock also charged in his 
statemerit that the Péople’s Legis- 
lative Service attempted to intimi- 
date Senators who refused to vote 
in accordance with its wishes, and 
cited a bulletin of the service giv- 
ing the vote on the Walsh resolu- 
tion calling for the investigation 
of the utilities industry. 

Presumably Intimidation. 

This particular bulletin, after 
giving the names of the Senate In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
members, gaid: “If you favor an 
investigation to find out why the 
American people pay three’ times 
as much for electric light and pow- 
er as the people of Ontario, how 
far the public utilities corporations 
have been overcapitalized to cre- 
ate a perpetual burden upon the 
consumers and how much § the 
electric power trust has spent to

Most Baffling Problems. 


By David Lloyd George, 
War Time Premier of England. 
(Copyright. 1930.) 
LONDON, Jan. 18. 
URING the last seven months there has 
been a vast amount of diplomatic loud- 
speaking between Britain and America 
over the question of naval disarmament. The 
real business, however, begins ‘next ‘Tuesday, 
when delegates of the Five-Power Confer- 
ence meet at the Old Palace of St. James. 
An arrangement between two Powers is 
difficult enough to effect, but it is easy com- 
pared with the negotiation of an agreement 
that will suit five Powers. ‘The naval ex- 
perts of France and Britain entered into 
some sort of naval pact in 1927 but both 
America and Italy received it with a mixture 
of anger and derision. On that occasion the 
people of Britain joined in the chorus of 
scornful indignation. Will the British-Amer- 
ican understanding of 1929 meet with a bet- 
ter fate? 
The delegates as a whole are men of out- 
standing ability—the American delegation 
notably. No abler diplomatic group ever left 


the shores of their native land to represent | 


its interests at an international conclave. Tar- 
dieu and Briand also make a-redoubtable 
combination for France. But _neither the 
American nor the French delegates strike 


one as being specially pacifist in their make-/. 


up. They can both be trusted. to see that 
in apy result that may be arrived at, the in- 
terest. of their respective countries will be 
jamply safeguarded. As to the quality of the 
Italian and Japanese delegations I. am not 
competent to form any judgment as they are 
unknown to me. But I have no doubt, from 
previous experience,‘ that they are bound by 
rigid instructions from home and they will 
not swerve from their mandate. 


Compares Methods With 
Secrecy of 1921 Session. 


The methods of approach and preparation 
for the conference have differed fundamental- 
iy from those.which preceded the Washing- 
ton Conference of. 1921. Every attempt to 
arrive at any preliminary understanding be- 
tween any twe of the five Powers meeting 
at Washington was discouraged. Secretary 
Highes was especially emphatic. as to the 
importance of avoiding any suspicion that 
America and Britain had conducted clandes- 
tine and one-sided negotiations with a view 
to forcing cut-and-dried programs on the 
other three participants in the discussion. So 
anxious was he not to rouse the susceptibil- 
ities of ahy member of the Congress that 
he refrained from hinting to any of them be- 


forehand the nature of the proposala which: 


he intended, to submit to the conferfnce. 
These proposals when made at the first as- 
sembly of the delegates came as a complete 
surprise to the representatives of the other 
four Powers. There were risks in adopting 
such a daring plan of action. But the re- 
sult completely justified Hughes’ audacious 
tactics. The Washington Conference of 1921 
was the only successful disarmament confer- 
ence ever held. A quite different method has 
been pursued in preperation for this confer- 
ence. 

Prolonged and somewhat ostentatious nego- 
tiations have been conducted between two of 
the Powers, to the complete exclusion of the 
other three. An apparent understanding has 
already been reached between these two Pow- 
ers as to the program they intend to urge 
upep the conference. It is presumably a

BERLIN, Jan. 18,—Jacob Gould 
Schurman, retiring Ameritan Am+ 
bassador to Germany, was received 
today by President von Hinden- 
burg ‘and presented his letter of 
recall. This was followed by a 
luncheon in the executive palace. 

The President had requested the 


Ambassador to see him privately 
before the formal luncheon’so that 
he might take leave of him in an 
intimate personal meeting. As 
both men were devoted to the tate 
Dr. Gustav Stresemann and were 
fond of Hindenburg. the conver- 
sation gravitated about these as 
the chief topica. 

At the luncheon the President 
paid warm tribute to Ambassador 
Schurman, thanking him for his 
services as Ambassador. He re- 
ferred to Schurmah’s long ac- 
quaintance with Germany which 
had enabled him to interpret Ger- 
many’s present position correctly. 
“Thus you helped materially to re- 
establish the goed old relations 
between Germany and the United 
States,” the President said. 

Extelling Schurman's aid te Ger- 
man science and cultural endeav- 
ors von Hindenburg remarked:

“AS I récall it, Verdi years ago 
lamented this same vice not only 
among directors but above all 
among singers who wished to su- 
perimpose their own personality on 
that of the composer. When Ta- 
magno first sang the title role in 
| Othello, Verdi exclaimed ironically 
but satisfied, ‘Othello has returned 
to me at last.’ ”’ 

Toscanini was asked, “But why 
is it that in Italy and abroad, the 
public prefers, instead of ‘the Pas- 
torale of X’ or ‘the Eroica of Y,' 
the pastorale and the Eroica inter- 
preted by Arturo Toscanini?” 

The conductor smiled. “Because,” 
he said, “Toscanini respects the 
forms of Beethoven and reflects

education of @ white child in the 
same state: the lowest is $2.74 for 
the Negro child as compared with 
$27.88 for the white child in the 
game state.” Lower. pay for Ne- 
go teachers is declared to be the 
rule, but St. Louls, Baltimore and 
Washington are cited as exceptions, 
with uniform pay for white and 
Negro teachers of the same grade. 

“There are some distinct advan- 
tages to the Negro in separate 
schools," the author says. “The 
most obvious advantage is in the 
opportunity for employment which 
the separate schools provide for 
Negro teachers. This means the 
engagement of 50,000 adults with 
an aggregate annual ingome of 
$15,000,000. In those places where 
the races attend the public.schooils 
without discrimination, there is a 
progressive falling off in the pro- 
portion of Negro children with the 
advance in age and grades, until 
the number graduating from such 
high schools are relatively negli- 
gible. On the other hand, where 
Separate schools are maintained. 
the percentage of children enrolled 
in the higher grades is norma! as 
compared with white children. 

“Many Negroes would accept the 
separate schools but for the con- 
sideration that the matter does not 
end there. In those places where 
separate schools do not exist, such 
@ proposal is but the first of a se- 
ries of measures in a general pro- 
gram of segregation. Accepted in 
the schools, it is applied elsewhere 
without iegal sanction, but with 
the tremendous welght of this 
precedent behind it, The effect in 
the large is to create a prejudice 
against the Negro which may not 
be @radicated for generations.”

To the 
race as a whole it constitutes active 
disloyalty to the Negro race itself, 
as well as a reflection on its 
womanhood. In @ word, though 
Negroes believe in the validity of 
their right to do so and resent its 
legal prohibition, the average mem- 
ber of the race is too proud to 
Marry across the color line: for 
in those states where there is ne 
legal bar to intermarriage .of the 
races, the number of such marri- 
ages is almost negligible.” 

Negro Soldiers and Officers. 


Several references are made to » 


the treatment of Negro -soldiers 
and their officers, hoth overseas and 
in American camps. Here the au- 
thor displays more feeling than 
in other parts of the book. 

“Men who have been defamed 
abroad by their own comrades,” 
he says, “who found no stars for 
them in their community service 
flag on returning home, who have 
beén forcibly stripped of the uni- 
forms which they consecrated with 
their valor: and biood, and have 
finally been denied the privilege of 
registering their mames. among

The author’s final. view, how- 

ever, is that post-war developments 
have hastened the prospect of “a 
civilization which can employ.

Lewis comes to this country as a 
result of a meeting abroad with 
M. H. Aylesworth, president of the 
NBC, 

“Mr. Lewis’ visit to America is 
a part of the National Broadcast- 
ing Company's piant to obtain the 
advice and counsel of the best 
minds in radio ang the world of en- 
tertainment,”’ Aylesworth said. 
“Heretofore we have been aimost 
too busy to study the methods de- 
veloped by the British broadcasters. 
We believe, rowever, that they 
have learned many things we have 
yet to discover and that they caw 
teach us much. We in turn hope 
to impart to them some of the 
techrlique developed independently 
in American broadcasting studios. 
It is part of our policy to foster 
this internationas exchange >f radio 
knowledge. We have already done 
so in regard to our short wave 
transmission and reception and in 
the exchange and reception of pro- 
grams between this country .and 
Europe.”’ 

“The British and American 
methods of radio production differ 
widely in several respects,” Lewis 
said after watching the NBC pro- 
gram department function for sev- 
erai days. “In- Americe:the time 
schedule seems to govern broad- 
casting. in England it isn’t so im- 
portant. Over there, if a play runs 
an hour and 10 minutes, it doesn't 
matter. in America, where youu 
plan and make contracts for pro- 
grams months in advance, - the 
radio production seemingly is lim- 
ited to not more than an hour on 
the air and must be timed to fit 
the schedule. 

“Another difference 1 have noted 
is that in America actors, orches- 
tras, ensembles and sound effects 
are concentrated in one studio. In 
the British headquarters four and 
five studios are used frequenily. 
Aciors will be in one studio, a mob 
in another, an orchestra in a third. 
a choir in a fourth and sound ef- 
fects in the fifth, The director or 
producer of the radio program 
never sees what is going on in 
these studios. Instead, he sits ip 
a remote cubby-hole, earphones 
strapped to his head and, working 
at a complicated control panel, 
biends the sound output from the 
various studios into an intelligifle 
pattern that is the program. 

“I marvel at the alibity of Amer 
ican actors to work with an or- 
chestra playing in the same room 
and with other noises that would 
upset the British radio thespians ” 

Lewis virtually grew up with ra- 
dio in England. He served in the 
World War.as a flyer and after t 
war spent veral ye rs in China 
and in Africa, He returned to 
England in 1922 when the BRC 
was being organized. A call went 
out for a man to manage the prv- 
grams of the -new organization. 
Lewis was selected from the many 
who sought the position. 

He built up the program organ- 
ization, and in 1926, started spe- 
cial work for the BBC. arranging 
and presenting what are known as 
“peak” programs, The “peak” 
programs, usually given once «a 
week, were the outstanding evenis 
of the schedule. He was made of 
ficial critic of the BBC, sending 
in each d_y a criticism of what he 
heard on the air. At the same time 
he wrote radio reviews for the Lon 
don Observer. 

Later he was put under con- 
tract and wrote and produced 24 
original radio plays in three years. 
He completet this assignment lta:‘ 
year and took a leave of absence 
from the BBC to do experimental 
work in talking motion pictures.

Motor Car Executives Well 
Pleased With Show in 
New York.

DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 18.—Pro- 
duction schedules were raised this 
week by a-number of butomobile 
factories in the Detroit district. 
Among these were ford and Chev- 
roiet and, if present conditions eon- 
tinue, output of these factories for 
the month will exceed that of Jan- 
uary a@ year ago. 

The week following the national 
Autemobile Show itn New York al- 
ways sees’a boost in production at 
the various motor plants in Detroit 
and Michigan and this is true this 
year, Practically all of the execu- 
tives, on their return here, ex- 
pressed themselves as pleased with 
the success of the exposition. 

From orders being booked at the 
Detroit factories daily, it appears 
that the eight-cylfinder cars will 
come into their own this year, De- 
mand for these newonpits is very 
heavy at the present time and déal- 


- ers in ‘these lines are lodking fdr- 


ward to excellent business during 
the next few months. 


The motor car piants have been 
getting into production slowly this 
year. This is not due to a lack of 
orders but has been brought about 
by the. fact that so rhany changes 
have been made in the cars that 
they have been -forced to instal! a 
great amount of new machinery, 
and that the process of training 
emploves tn their new duties neces- 
sarily has been slow in order to 
turn out the cars right. It takes 
time for employes to learn the new 
operations required of them. 


An interesting feature was 
brought out on the return of the 
officials of the American Austin 
Car Co. to this city early in the 
week. They held a private exhi- 
bition of thelr products at one of 
the New York hotels and. during 
the week of the motor show they 
signed up distributer and dealer 
contracts for 52.025 cars. In ed- 
dition they received applications for 
34,000 more cars which have not 
been acted upon. 

All this was accomplished al- 
though the company will not be in 
production on the new units for 
another month. The nlant is locat- 
ed in Butler, Pa., and the general 
offices in Detroi.

American cities are sacrificing 
their natural beauty in efforts to 
provide relief for increased auto- 
mobile traffic, according to Charies 


the needs of the motorist. These 
trees, he says, were “the only sav- 
ing grace to cover up the 90 per 
cent of bad design and poor archi- 
tecture with which our towns are: 
so carelessly filied.” 

“Everywhere the increased use 
of the automobile, demand for 
traffic relief, as well as for air- 
ports, parks and new dnd éfn- 
larged business centers ts requir- 
ing enormous changes, particu- 
larly in the widening of streets laid 
out for a horse-drawn era,” Che- 
ney continues. “The smalier cities 
of the country, even the small 
towns, need major street plans and 
other comprehegsive plans as bad- 
ly as the big metropolitan areas, 

“These plans are everywhere 
causing the cutting down of great 
avenues of trees for street widen- 
ings and extensions. In many cases 
these tree‘ cuttings are needless 
and avoidable. Our Cities are be- 
coming yearly uglier and more for- 
bidding as they are gradually be- 
ing denuded of the fine old trees 
and shelters of greenery that hid 
their, tawdry appearance.

No- 
body knows whether it was the 
song that finally goaded a Ger- 
man submarine beyond endurance 
or whether it was planning to at- 
tack anyway.

White Was the First American Singer 
Heard in Broadcast in England 


The Cathedral at Le Mons is. one. 
of the oldest in France; having 
been started’ in the year 800 and 
finished in 1100. White sang an 
Ave Maria as a solo. and he says 
he will never forget the feeling of 
awe which came over him as he 
stood there singing. “I felt that 
centuries of tradition were looking 
down upon me as ] sang.” he says. 
“The audience? Oh, seven or e:ght 
thousand—mostly soldiers. But it 
was a wonderful experience, and 
the acoustics were perfect.” 

After returning to this country 
White went on tour with the Neil 
O’Brien Minstrels for two seasons 
and toured the country. 

July 4, 1922, he made his first 
broadcast over the old _ Station 
WJZ, then in Newark, N. J. He 
was the first singer performing be- 
fore a microphone in America, to 
be heard in England. 


For four months in 1924 he 
toured the South and Mid-West in 
Chautauqua with a troup known as 
the Radio Artists—the first radio 
troup to go on tour, by the way, 
each from a different radio sta- 
tion. The soprano was from 
Kansas City, the pianist from Ne- 
braska, the violinist from Chicago. 
and so on. To make the act look 
more realistic they had a dummy 
microphone placed upon the stage 
in the tents in which they played, 
and had wires from it running 
down under the piano. “A lot of 
people thought we were really 
broadcasting.” White remembers 
with a laugh. “They used to come 
up and examine the wires. and 
poke about and ask all sorts of 
questions.”’ 
Carlin Invented Name for Him. 
It was when he got back from 
that tour that he began his career 
in commercia! radio. The B. F.. 
Goodrich Rubber Co. was one of 
the first organizations to broadcast 
@ commercial] program. It started 
with the Goodrich Silvertown Or- 
chestra, and a little later acquired 
White as tenor. 


To Phillips Carlin of NBC  be- 
longs the credit for organizing the 
name of Silver-Masked Tenor, 
which immediately caught the 
public imagination. Says White: 
“it happened on the second night 
that I appeared. Phil was talking 
to the audience over the air and 
telling them that all the instru- 
ments in the orchestra were of 
solid silver. He said that even the 
drummer hag silver drumsticks. 
Then he said, “The tenor is a man 
of mystery. No oné knows his 
name. We call him the Man iIn* 
the Silver Mask.’ Nothing more 
was thought about it until a few 
days later, when thousands of tet. 
ters from radio fans began to pour

Yorker, of Irish descent. He was 
born on Oliver street, just across 
the way from the house which was 
the birthplace of former GoOvs 
Smith. His parents were also born 
in this country, and his father 
was a newspaper man. White 
came naturally by his talent as a 
singer, since he says that both of 
his parents had very good voices. 
His mother’s people were in the 
lace business, and so White’s first 
job was with a wholesale lace con- 
cern. After a couple of years at 
it he went {nto a garage to learn 
automobile mechanics. It was 
while working there that he be- 
gan singing, as he puts it, “here 
and there.” 

When the war broke out“he en- 
listed in the Twenty-seventh Divi- 
sion. He was with the 102d Engi- 
neers overseas and saw service as 
an ammunition runner on the 
trucks. 

One night he sang for King Al- 
and Sir Douglas 
Haig. Sir Douglas asked him to 
sing “Annie Laurie” for him, and 
Gen. John F. Ryan, the command- 
ing officer. requested him to sing 
“Sweet Marie.” saying it was one 
Soon after 
that Father Francis <A. Kelly, 
known as the “Fighting Chaplain,;”’ 
got about 40 of the boys together 
and formed a choir. with “Joe” 
White as soloist. They sang the 
midnight mass in 1918 in the little 
town of Montfort. The following 
Sunday Father Kelly took them to 
the Cathedral at Le Mons, and 
they sang the mass there.

“Little Joseph isn’t going to be a 
tenor,” says White. “He cries with 
a bass roar.”’ 

White is the author of five or 
six songs, several of which are fa- 
miliar to everybody. One of his 
latest is called “Was It the Moon- 
light?”” This was written in col- 
laboraticn with Rudy Vallee and 
Joe Burt. Others of his songs are 
Maureen Mavourneen. which he 
composed while he was courting 
the girl who is now his wife, “Bells 
of Kuillarney.”” “Jes’ a Lonesome 
Pickaninny Baby,” “In Flanders” 
and “Mammy’'s Little Kinky- 
Headed Boy.”

‘Static’ Cause 


How to ‘Trouble Hunt’ Antenna System for 
Noises That Mar. 
Reception. 


The usual way of testing to see 
whether interference is being 
caused by outside disturbances or 
trouble in a set or on the line is to 
disconnect antenna and ground. 
The idea is that the noise will stop 
if it is being picked up and will 
continue if it originates in the set 
or power supply. 

This is a reliable procedure to 
follow, but there is one exception. 
It is possible that noise very much 
like interference may be caused by 
defects in the antenna circuit it- 
self. , 

After an antenza has been in use 
for some time almost anything is 
rather more likely to happen than 
not. Insulation may become dam- 
aged or wires may break or cor- 
rosion occur, and not always in the 
place that is easiest to locate. 

Mcst common of all the antenna 
circuit troubles that may sound like; 
static are loose connections, and 
chief among these offenders is the 
ground clamp. When it has been 
left in use for some time it has 4 
tendency to work loose through be- 
ing pushed around with the mop or 
carpet sweeper, the vibration of the 
building. This will cause it to give 
contact which varies somewhat; 
causing a crackling sound, 


Henting Aerial Troubles. 
Simply tightening the connection. 
is not enough, for probably dust 
and dirt have gotten under it. A 
ground clamp which has becom 
loose should be removed from the 
pipe. Its inner surface and the 
part of the pipe around which it 
fits should then be scraped or 
sand-papered clean and the clamp 
re-applied. After it is screwed 
tight ence more it may be given 
@ coat of heavy paint or shellac, 
to keep the air from.entering the 
joint and causing corrosion. If no 
paint or heavy varnish is available, 
a layer of tape may be applied, to 
serve the same purpose, 

Another point where trouble is 
likely to occur is the point where 
the lead-in enters the building. If 
there is nothing more elaborate 
than a piece of insulated lead-in 
wire lying across the window sill, 
it is very likely that the conductor 
will become broken inside the in- 
sulation. A visual] inspection will 
not reveal the break, but it can 
be felt by bending the wire slight- 
ly, or by shaking the wire vigor- 
ously near this point while signals 
are being received, Any break of 
lead-in or ground wire that may 
be concealed by insulation may be 
located in a similar manner. 

When lead-in strips or insulated 
wire are used to enter the building 
over the window sill, it is likely 
too, that the insulation will become 
chafed through after a time. On 
a dry window sill this is of no 
great importance, but if the sill or 
sash is of metal, or in rainy 
weather, when the surface is wet, 


interference is likely to be caused, 
The reason for this is that a short- 
circuit of varying resistance is pro- 
duced. A new conductor wil] have 
to be installed. 
How to Make Joints Solid. 

Third, one may suspect corroded 
or loosened joints in the antenna, 
lead-in or ground wires. Joints 
should be soldered or made with

except at the point of entry. If it 
is allowed to rub against anything, 


jguch as a wall or a cornice, it is 


likely to short-circuit or break at 


the point of contact. This will 
cause a noise that may be mistaken 
for interference, particularly in 
damp weather. 

A good procedure to follow is to 
inspect the antenna system if inter- 
ference is heard and indications 
point toward its being outside the 
set. One seldom considers the an-

A Bad Feature. 

And yet there is a feature of bas- 
ketball which appeals not at all to 
the spectators and the curtailing of 
which would increase the game's 
attractiveness. It is stalling—that 
habit of teams which, leading by a 
scant margin in the last minute of 
a game, compels the spectatojs, 
there to watch competition, to see 
the center and two guards pass the 
ball about aimlessly in order that 
the other team, striving to make up 
the difference in the score, shall not 
gain possession of the ball 

The worst part of this stalling is 
that it occurs only when a game is 
closely contested—in a game in 
which the spectators are entitled to 
have the issue decided between two’ 
good teams, solely on its merits. 
Thus far, during the present season 
in St. Louis, stalling has been re- 
sorted to but once, but, in that 
game, it may well have determined 
the result. It came in the Wash-| 
ington-Missouri contest. The bat- 
tling had been close all the. way.

To protect 
this small advantage, the Tiger

NEW YORK, Jan. 18. 

HE invasion of the Moscow Art 
T tneater sOme six or seven years 

ago is beginning to bear fruit. 
Never before have so many Rus 
sian plays been shown to New York 
audiences asin the past few 
rhonths. Beginning a little further 
back than. last season, we find 
Eva Le Gallienne putting on Chek- 
hov’s “Three Sisters’ at her Civic 
Repertory Theater. Since then she 
has added “The Cherry Orchard” 
and the “Sea Gull” by the same 
author. Miss Le Gallienne hag also 
given’ us a lesser one act play of 
Chekhov, and Tolstoy's “Living 
Corpse,”” and Andreyev’s “Kater- 
ina.” She is about to add to this 
imposing list of Russian plays with 
Gorki’s “The Lower Depths.” 

She is by no means alone in her 
recognition of the high quality of 
these plays and the profit that 
there is in them for an American 
audience. Leo Bulgakov, himself 
a former member of the Moscow 
Art Theater, has most courageously 
followed up his memorable produc- 
tion of the “Sea Gull” last spring 
by an amazingly faithful and com- 
petent production of Gorki’s fa- 
mous play about the tramps. 
thieves and queer characters who 
boast, steal. love and die in a low 
Russian boarding lodging house. 
This play, hitherto known as “The 
Lower Depths, “In the Depths,” 
“A Night’s Lodging,” has been re- 
translated by William L. Laurence. 
a New York newspaperman, under. 
the more liberal transcription of 
“At the Bottom.” 

As directed by a former member 
of that immortal troupe which 
gave the play here six years ago 
Leo Bulgakov, it is a rich, ragged 
and often very exciting scrap- of 
life, which I strongly advise you to

Bulgakov and his actors made itt 
rough and lively as well as tragic, 
and at the same time avoided that 
gloomy fog which so often descends 
on Americans when they put on 
beards and long boots. is an 
achievement to be thankful for. 


The costumes and the make-up.

the crowds were admirable, and 
the skill with which was produced 
those swelling, alarming noises of 
the quarrels off-stage was as per- 
fect a piece of directing as ha» 
been seen on Broadway in many

HILE there were-some parts 
W ssvriceaviy less good than 

others, and while one might 
wish that the sets had not been 
quite so faithful to the Moscow 
Art original, my pleasure was Se- 
riously disturbed by only one fea- 
ture of the evening. The transla- 
tion, the new one made for the 
eccasion by William L. Laurence, 
is so thickly studded with mns 
and hells (and other less printable 
expressions) and chunks of Broad-

progress of the orchestra since it 
was snatched from its living. death 
of three years ago. As a playing 


Tox first half of the current sym- 


_ body it is much more altert, respon- 
sive and cohesive. In fact, when one 


considers all the circumstances 
surrounding the production of 
symphonic music in this communt- 
ity one must immediately make a 
respectful bow that includes the 
visiting conductors and the man- 
agement. 

They have worked under obvious 
difficulties—difficulties that arise 
chiefly from limited finances. Not 
being able to compete with other 
cities of the same size in procur- 
ing players of the necessary expert- 
ness, the management has had to 
get results with a band containing 
many inferior musicians and an 
even greater number of inferior in- 
struments. The orchestra is also 
undermanned in the string section 
end therefore out of balance for 
many compositions. 

With these facts in mind, the 
standard of execution at concerts 
this year and last. may be--con- 
sidered as excellent—even dazzling 
in some cases. But while there 
has been perceptible progress in 
the genera! technical proficiency of 
the orchestra, and while the 
programs—thanks chiefly to Wil- 
liam E. Walter—have been among 
the best in the country in their 
catholicity, variety and balance, 
the point has been reached where 
further progress may not be ex- 
pected unless certain radical 
changes of policy are made. 

I refer specifically to the guest 
conductor policy which submits the 
orchestra to a number of different 
styles of leadership which means 
that the orchestra cannot work up 
a basic style of its own and can- 
not be properly disciplined. Every- 
body connected with the orchestra 
knows that there are certain 
changes in the personnel which 
shoulda be made. [ft is also rather 
well knewn that other members 
of the orchestra are lax in their 
performance due, no doubt, to the 
fact that the guest conductors are 
not in a position to hold the ulti- 
mate penalty over their heads.

ROM the Bell Laboratories of New 
York, where several thousand scien- 
tists under the aegis of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
explore the mysteries of acoustics and 
solve problems of telephony, there has 
recently been evolved a method of 
projecting speech electrostatically di- 
rectly into the human brain. 

Recently demonstrated in the auditorium of the En- 
sineering Society here by Sergius Grace, Assistant Vice- 
President. of the Bell Laboratories, the demonstration 
took on the appearance of a performance of magic and 
fven evoked puzzled smiles from the technical experts 
Who composed the audience and whose training, one 
Would have thought, would have prevented them from 
veing taken so completely by surprise. 

Standing on the platform in the auditorium, Mr. Grace 
‘Mnouneced to his audience that merely by placing his 
inger against the ear of a person he would be able to 
eeister speech or music or any other sound directly on 
‘hat person's brain. He called for a volunteer on whom 
‘0 demonstrate, and ayyoung man stepped forward. 

Mr. Grace then loudly spoke a sentence into a telephone 
Wansmitter and by means of amplifiers the sentence was 
distinctly heard by everyone in the audience. The trans- 
utter was connected electrically with an apparatus. Four 
and 4 half seconds after Mr. Grace had spoken through 
‘ie telephone transmitter into the apparatus, he put down 
‘he transmitter and took hold of another wire also con- 
Nected with the apparatus. With his right hand he held 
‘he Wire. A current was.then switched on, passing from the 
Abparatus into Mr. Grace’s body. Then he placed a finger 
(his left hand against the ear of the young man who 
had ‘stepped from the audience. And,without any sound 
lng audible anywhere in the place, the young man ip 
* vrain heard exactly and distinctly the sentence Mr. 
“vace had spoken into the transmitter more than four 
ends earlier. The sentence had been stored away in 
““ apparatus, and Mr. Grace, with the magic of modern 
‘lence, tiad been able to remove it and place it in the 
‘OUng man's brain merely by touching his ear.

“This seemed quite con- 
clusive that practically all, if 
not the entire, ‘effect was of 
an electrostatic nature, the 


‘“‘Many years ago it was no- 
ticed that very slight sounds 
could be heard when the lstener was made one terminal 
of a high-wound inductidn coil, the other terminal being 
connected to the hand of a second party, and the second 
party placing his hand over the ear of the first party, 
but with paper insulation between them. 

‘Last year it occurred to me to find out how far this 
effect could be carried, using modern high-power ampli- 
ficators together with very high voltage polarization ef- 
fects. These experiments were conducted in the Labora- 
tories and we found that we.could build up the effect to 
a point where a person could easily hear music or speech 
transmitted over the -circuit, with a sheet of paper inter- 
posed between the hand and the ear. Poo) 

“The question naturally arose as to how much of this 
effect was due to direct electrostatic pull upon the eardrum 
and surrounding tissues and how much was due to acous- 
tic coupling that might be brought about by the paper

Cer- 
tain tests - indi- 
cated that at low 
power amplifi- 
cation and rela- 
fively low po 
larizing voltage 
the effect on the y 
ear was due to a ,| 
combination of 
the electrostatic 
and diaphragm 
action. Continu- 
ing the tests, we 
raised the polar- 
izing Voltage to 
about 3000 
volts, not wish- 
ing to go much 
further because 
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eardrum and _ surrounding 
tissues being vibrated by the electrostatic forces. This 
vibration being carried into the brain would, of course, 
be interpreted as speech or whatever sounds the circuit 
might be carrying.” 

This explanation of the phenomenon was designed for 
technical experts, and although it will undoubtedly be 
clear to them and to students of electricity and the radio, 
it might not be entirely amiss to attempt to explain the 
demonstration in more simple if less exact terms. 

When Mr. Grace spoke into the telephone transmitter 
his sentence was carried by means of an electric current 
into a “delay” circuit and stored there. The ‘‘delay”’ cir- 
cuit is a recent invention of the Bell Laboratories and is 
itself worthy of some detailed explanation. It was a 
brilliant solution to a problem that grew out of trana-

sending set was in operation. For this purpose the ‘‘delay”’ 
circuit was invented. It consists of an apparatus 
whereby an electrical impulse is transformed, by means 
of a wire spring, into a mechanical impulse and 
then transformed again back into an _ electrical im- 
pulse. 

The transformations consume a certain amount of 
time and the ‘‘delay’’ can be regulated by the length of the 
wire spring, etc. This delay is precisely what was desired. 
For as soon as the message is broadcast a mechanical de- 
vice is set in operation which shuts off the receiving sta- 
tion and this takes place during the delay. By the time 
the message passes through the “‘delay”’ circuit, the receiv- 
ing station has been shut off and the message can be sent 
off without disturbing the receiving station. 


It was this same apparatus with modifications that Mr. 
Grace employed and which was made to act as a storage 
box for the sentence he spoke, the period of storage being 
regulated in advance and being equivalent to the period 
of delay for which the instrument has been arranged. In 
the present instance it was arranged so that it would 
delay Mr. Grace’s message for about five seconds, thus 
giving him enough time to put down the telephone trans- 
mitter and to walk over and grasp the wire leading away 
from the ‘“‘delay’’ circuit. 

After being in storage approximately five seconds the 
electrical current carrying his sentence was transformed to 
a high voltage by increasing the current and it passed 
into Mr. Grace’s body when he grasped the outlet 
wire. 

When he put his finger against the man’s outer ear, or 
the neighboring area, the tissues and bones thereabouts 
were made to act as one piate of a han «map ence ony 
transmitting the vibrations to the eardrum, the vibra- 
tions of which in turn registered on the auditory nerve

with otologists and other students of acoustics, 

but they are of the opinion thatat least 
for the time being thia phenomenon seems to have 
no practical application. _In cases of deafness where the 
amplifying mechanism of the ear is defective, there 
are mechanical amplifiers already available that relieve 
that condition. 

And where the. auditory nerve or neighboring tissue 
ia defective the discovery will be of no benefit, for 
its functioning depends on the normal reaction of the 
nerve and tissues. 

Actually the only practical use to which it seems adapt- 
able .now is a highly undesirable one. Some unscrupulous 
but enterprising spirit-medium may be able to give very 
impressive demonstrations of his power to convey voices 
from the ether merely by touching the ear of his victim 
with a finger. 

But that some more beneficial use of the device may 
be found is certainly not beyond possibility, says Mr. 
Grace. - 

“Where there are 4000 persons,\such as we have 
here, working on problems of acoustics, it is rather reck- 
less to ‘say that what is at present only a highly interest- 
ing electro-physiological experiment may not at some 
time become a highly yaluable and useful piece of know!l- 
edge,” said Mr. Grace.

The University of Chi- 

cago conferred on him the other day 

the degree of Bachelor of Philosophy 

in anthropology and sent him back to 

Africa to make a scientific record of 

the folkways of his native people. In 

less than 20 years he has made this 

transition from the African bush to 
the laboratories of the university. 

Very soon after his arrival he 
adopted the name of Charles G. 
Blooah. He found that people had 
difficulty in pronouncing his tribal 
name, which, as nearly as it can be 
set down phonetically, is Kaiwillia 
Geequamus Gbudha. It was easy to 
adopt a name. Not so easy to adjust 
to the strange and uncertain ways of 
a complex civilization. 

His home is in Liberia, an inde- 
pendent African state on the West 
Coast between Slerra Leone and the 
district known as the Ivory Coast. 
The tribe over which his father ruled, 
and over which it was intended he 
should rule, is one of many. Occa- 
sionally they make war on each other. 
The Liberian Government has never 
been strong enough to control them. 

Blooah'’s people are primitive, sav- 
age. Asa boy, his only contact with 
the outside world was with the strag- 
gling missionaries who occasionally 
visited his tribe, penetrating the 
dense jungle of enormous trees, great 
ferns and interlacing vines. They 
were the only whites he ever saw. 
Yet from these two or three men he 
acquired a profound discontent with 
his lot. 


HE missionaries recognized him 
as an exceptional youngster. Oc- 
casionally they gave him a 
glimpse of the great world that lay 
beyond the confines of the tribal vil- 
lage, beyond Liberia, beyond the sea. 
When Blooah was 16, as nearly as he 
is able to estimate it, his father was 
killed in a skirmish with a neighboring 
tribe. 

He was faced with the responsibil- 
ities of a ruler. The tribal drums 
weré ready to sound in his honor, his 
people were prepared to hail him. But 
he rebelled. This was not what he 
wanted. One night he fled to the 
coast with a missionary. A friend of 
this missionary brought him to the 
United States and put him in a school 
in Ohio, Blooah hoped that he, too, 
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could become a missionary and return 
to spread enlightenment among his 
people. 

For years he drifted from school to 
school, gradually acquiring facility in 
English and a smattering of informa- 
tion. He went to a small preparatory 
school in Ohio, to DePauw University, 
to the Garrett Biblical Institute at 
Evanston and finally to Northwest- 
ern. 


During these difficult years, when 


he was struggling for a living as well 
as an education, the urge to be a mis- 
sionary grew less and less strong. In 
fact, he says now, he didn’t know ex- 
actly what he wanted to be. There 
was anthropology. The very sound 
of the word fascinated him. The study 
of atrange peoples. He went out to 
the University of Chicago and en- 
rolled. But he was unable to earn 
his way and shortly had to get him- 
self a full-time job as pinsetter in the 
bowling alley of a university student 
club to live at all. 

It was there that Dr. Edward Sapir, 
head of the anthropology department, 
discovered Blooah. He noticed this 
solemn black man, with the broad 
face and the angular, powerful build, 
and grew curious. A few questions 
soon disclosed Blooah’s origins and 
background. 


with his find. For it happened 
Blooah would serve excellently 
as a laboratory specimen in cer- 
tain of Dr. Sapir’s classes. In cer- 
tain phases of the work in anthropol- 
ogy the students are required to in- 
vent a language. That is, they must 
devise phonetic symbols to represent 
sounds, 
And Blooah’s native tongue, the

"Grebo, one of many Sudanese dialects, 


is nothing short of amazing. It has 
four registera and 16 tone gradations 
for each sound. The same sound, that 
is, can mean 16 different things, de- 
pending on the quality of the tone. 
It is much more complicated than the 
Chinese language, according to Dr. 
Sapir. 

Blooah made an excellent subject 
for experiment from the start. In the 
classroom Dr. Sapir addressed him a 
question in English. Blooah answered 
first in English and then in Grebo. 
And the students were required -to 
take down as nearly as they were able 
the Grebo words. It had never be- 
fore been ‘written down—Blooah's 
people for centuries have handed 
down this complicated tongue by word 
of mouth. 

Grebo sounds, when spoken even 
slowly, like a series of soft, almoat 
musical, ohs, ahs and oohs. Only 
those anthropologists deeply skilled in 
linguistics can distinguish the innu- 
merable tonal differences and under- 
stand what is being said.

knowledge of his native tongue was 
perhaps his greatest asset. For Dr. 
Sapir saw to it that he was paid,.and 
very well paid, for his work in the 
Classroom. , 

And shortly he put Blooah to work 
as an advanced student ih his 


department, compiling a dictionary of 


the Grebo language, formulating the’ 
Grebo grammar and writing an an- 
thology of’ his native folk-lore and 
customs. 


Sapir as he followed the prog- 

ress of Blooah’s work that here 
was a wealth of culture. There 
had been impressed upon Blooah’s 
mind at a very early age a 
whole literature. Legend after leg- 
end he set down in his regular, child- 
like hand. He translated a great 
many of the Grebo proverbs into En- 
glish and interpreted them. 

Many of these proverbs represent 
the accumulated wisdom of centuries 
of experience... The meaning of some 
is apparent. Such as, “The foot that 
travels the road is the one that is 
pricked by a thorn.” And, “Might 
alone does not do all things, but wis- 
dom.” 

Others require interpretation. Such 
& one is, “The palm tree says we do 
not know the child of wealth by his 
size.” “To our people,”” Blooah ex- 
plains, “that means that one should 
not make the mistake of insisting 
upon appearances and personalities as 
the truest test of ability to do a thing 
of vast significance. One should 
rather judge a person by what he can

really do when given a fair chance.” 

Another one is, “Chicken says a 
stranger's feet are small.”’ According 
to Dr. Sapir, a free interpretation of 
this would be our own, “Watch your 
step."’ Again, others serve as the 
moral tag for simple legends. Such 
a one is, “In the instruction of the 
housefly the bee learned her wisdom.” 
The legend goes that once the house- 
fly made the honey. The mother and 
father housefly were very industrious, 
but their daughter was lazy and in- 
dolent. Her parents tried again ‘and 
again to instruct her in the art of 
making honey. The young daughter 
of the bee household, meanwhile, list- 
ened in on-all these lessons of in- 
struction. And finally herself ac- 
quired the honey-making skill which 
she passed on to her progeny. While 
the flies have been merely an annoy- 
ance ever since.

true scope of the Grebo cul- 
ture was disclosed. Drums, xylophones, 
horns and pipes are used to produce 
music, which, 
at the same time extremely com- 
plicated in pitch. As many as 12 
scales are used. 

There is also a system of “drum 
language.” In fact, there are two 
systems of communication by drums 
made of hollowed logs. One is a con- 
ventionalized code, similar to our 
Morse code. The other is a system 
of reproducing the Grebo language 
syllable by syllable. Tire natives can 
talk to each other by this means over

cOnsiderable distances. Sometimes a 
native will paddle up to the village of 
his enemy late at night and publicly 
call him names by beating on his 
drum while the whole community 
laughs. The person who is being in- 
sulted is not supposed to hear the 
taunts at first. But after tne abuse 
has continued for some time he must 
take his drum and answer. A contest 
of wits of this sort often lasts for 
hours. 

There is still another means of 
communication—a system of vocal 
shouts which is quite different from 
the language. All these facts Blooah 
recorded in innumerable manuscripts. 
They occupy nearly an entire file in 
Dr. Sapir’s office. Dr. Sapir secured 
for him a two-year fellowship from 
the Laura Spelman Rockefeller Foun- 
dation.

His work has been somewhat ham- 
pered by his preoccupation with the 
style of his writing. Dr. Sapir says 
he spends much time looking up words 
in the dictionary, afraid that he will 
not express the exact shade of mean- 
ing which he wishes to convey. 

This is apparent, too, in his con- 
versation. He gropes somewhat for 
words and usually after an effort 
brings forth a tongue-twister that is 
not always sure to be correct. He is 
reserved, a little shy, and very serious. 
He has little or no sense of money 
and gives no thought to thrift or fru- 
gality, spending freely when he is 
able. 

During his stay in Chidago he has 
lived with prosperous Negro families. 
before he left for 
New York he married a Negro girl 
student at Northwestern University. 
They have known each other for a 
long time and she says she is willing 
to wait until he returns from the ex- 
pedition to Liberia in 1931. Dr. Sapir 
gave Blooah $10 as a wedding pres- 
ent. 

The question has arisen as to how 
Biooah will be received by his people. 
“Courteously, I belleve,”” Blooah says. 
“Though probably with some curiocs- 
ity, suspicion and even ridicule. I 
will probably be treated as one of the 
family, though I will have lost my 
political status and my right to speak 
in the councils. That, however, should 
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Dr.

have had some communication with 
home but my visit will be entirely un- 
ex pected.”’ 

He has in fact had indirect word 
from missionaries who have returned 
from Africa.

Dr. George Herzog, research 4880 
ciate in the university and specialist 
on primitive music, accom panied 
Blooah. They sailed from New York 
direct for Germany where they will 
consult with Professors Eric vor 
Hornbostel and Dierich Westermane 
of the University of Berlin, experts 
respectively on primitive music and 
the Sudanese ldnguage. From Berlin 
they will go to Monrovia, the capital 
of Liberia, and thence to Nimial, 
Blooah’s old honie. 


HE two will live for a eat 
among the Grebo people. {i- 
nanced by the University s Local 
Community Research Committee. They 
will make a complete ethnological su™ 
vey of the customs, languace, folk- 
ways, mores and social organit 
tion of this obscure but typically 
African group. Blooah will offer 
his report of the expedition 
a contribution toward an advanced 
degree in anthropology at the unt 
versity. 

Herzog and Blooah will make thelr 
headquarters at Cape Palmas, up thé 
coast from Nimiah, but they expect “ 
be provided with a hut by Blooah® 
brother, where they will study the 
native life as closely as possible. They 
will attempt first to analyze’the drum 
language. Blooah believes that he be 
lost his immunity to tropical disease 
and he expects to have to use ™or 
quito netting and wear Americé® 
clothes.

ippe’s own handwriting that the boy 
had embraced the anarchist cause.

father cited the son’s intense loy- 
alty to the “King’s Henchmen,” an or- 
ganization of young royalists.

For a time Daudet contented him- 
self with vituperating the anarchists. 
He accused them of every blasphemy 
and every crime.

He made the startling announce- 
ment a year later that Philippe had 
been shot by the police at the instiga- 
tion of the anarchists, who sought thus 
to hurt the royalist cause.

Francaise he gave the detaile of a 

" fantastic plot. 

Vidal and his fellow anarchists 
had recégnised Philippe and had 
decided to do away with him. 

They sent him to a book dealer, one 
Flaotteur, whom they knew to be a 
police stoolpigeon. As & blind, Fiaot- 
teur dealt in radical pornographic lit- 
erature. Vidal and his fellows, seeing 
through Philippe’s ruse in approach- 
‘Ing them with friendly overtures, in- 
structed him to tell Flactteur of his 
project for the assassination of Poin- 
eare or Leon Daudet, knowing, Dau- 
det charged, that the boy would be 
turned over to the police. 

But their plot worked far more bril- 
liantly than they had hoped for. 
Flaotteur heard Philippe’s proposal 
and seemed to approve. Philippe even 
showed him his revolver. The book 
dealer proceeded cautiously.

lured the boy there by some pretext or 
other and without warning he was 
shot down. 

Searching for secret papers, the de- 
tectives discovered, from a label in 
his overcoat, the boy’s real identity. 
Terrified at what they had done, 
they summoned a taxi driver, Charles 
Bajot, who was also a former police- 
man. They loaded in the body of the 
dying Philippe and Bajot drove off. 
At a convenient spot he stopped his 
cab and announced to a gendarme on 
traffic duty that his passenger had 
killed himeeif. 

That was Daudet’s story. No one 
got outwardly very excited about it 
except the taxi driver, Bajot. Al- 
though it was rumored that the Gov- 
ernment was considerably dis- 
turbed by the ‘charges against 
the police. And Poincare had 
spent rather an unhappy time 
when it was disclosed that he 
had ordered Philippe’s death 
reported as occurring from nat- 
ural causes. 

Bajot promptly had Daudet 
arrested for defamation of 
character and at the same time 
filed a civil suit for damages. 
Spectacularly, as he has always 
done everything, Daudet sub- 
mitted to arrest. His aged 
mother, the widow of Alphonse 
Daudet, wrote a bitter letter to 
Premier Poincare. And Poin- 
Care replied publicly, telling 
exactly why the State could not 
permit her son to defy its 
courts, citing the fact that the 
Daudets’ family physician had 
told him of Philippe’s bad in- 
heritance which would induce 
a tendency to suicide. Daudet 
replied with a charge against 
Poincare’s brother-in-law, a 
high police official, implying 
that this was the reason why 
the “assassination” of his son 
had never been investigated. 

Daudet's trial lasted three weeks. 
Even here, where trials almost inevi- 
tably become passionate debates, it 
was a sensation. Communists and An- 
archists faced Royalists and Conserva- 
tives across the courtroom. And pe- 
riodically they all rose up and 
shrieked at each other. When the 
book dealer, Flaotteur, was brought in 
to testify, Daudet rushed at his throat 
and it was only with the greatest dif- 


-fieulty that they were separated. In- 


numerable times the Judge ordered 
courtroom cleared of spectators. 


UT Daudet was found guilty and 
sentenced to five months in pris- 

on for criminal libel. Bajot’s 
damages were fixed at 26,000 francs. 
The hearing of his appeal was near- 
ly as sensational. For the first time 
in 70 years the Supreme Court, with 
ali ite panoply of crimson and purple 
robes, left the Tribunal of Justice and 
visited the scene of the alleged crime 
on the Avenue Magenta. But the

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CROSSING ALL of EUROPE by WATER

BERLIN. 
HE notion of creat- 
ing «a continuous 
navigable water- 
way across Europe, 
from the North to 
the Black Sea— 
one which defied 
the efforts of 
Charlemagne, in- 
trigued Napoleon, 
thrilled Goethe and was almost made 
real by King Ludwig I of Bavaria 
—is now bowing before the exactness 
of modern engineering. 

Charlemagne reduced the problem, 
with eng: sing simplicity, to a matter 
of a four-mile canal, but circumstances 
stopped hi. work with only a mile 
completed. Napoleon toyed with the 
same idea and called for plans. King 
Ludwig dug a canal of more than 100 
miles but his waterway proved less 
practical, ironically enough, than the 
Ludwig Railway, named in his honor, 
because of engineering defects. The 
rai'way prevailed and the canal 
languished. 

Substantially, the present project 
is the same as that of the Bavarian 
Prince's. But to insure greater 
navigability, even enough to accommo- 
date craft bulging with the American 
tourist trade of a future date, an even 
more ambitious canal scheme will be 
pushed, calling for 380 miles of 
canal. 

The waterway involves three rivers 
——the Rhine, Main and Danube—the 
chief canal connecting the Main with 
the Danube between Bamberg and 
Passau, the territory covered by the 
Ludwig Canal, which will be aban- 
doned. The Main itself will be canal- 
ized between Bamberg and Mainz and 
parts of the Danube will be regulated. 

When Charlemagne first tried to 
link together, through the Main, the 
two greatest rivers of Central Europe, 
it was a time of difficult travel by 
land and he desired an unbroken 
waterway between his seat at Aix and 
the Diet at Regensburg. His men 
began in 793 to cut a canal between 
two Main and Danube tributaries, the 
Altmuhl and the Rezat. Geologicai 
conditions and heavy rains defeated 
them, and work was stopped when a 
quarter of the four-mile stretch had 
been completed. The remains of the 
Fossa Carolina still exist near Weis- 
senburg, and the ducks of 1930 float 
placidly upon its waters. 

The idea was continually revived. 
In 1800 Napoleon, undeterred by fail- 
ure to conquer Egypt and cut the 
Suez Canal, called for plans for a 
Rhine-Main-Danube Canal. In 1827 
Goethe dreamed of a passage cut by 
the United States from the Gulf of 
Mexico to the Pacific, a cana) in Brit- 
ish possession through the Isthmus of 
Suez, and a waterway between the 
Danube and the Rhine. “But this un- 
dertaking,’’ he said, “is so gigantic 
that I have doubts of its completion, 
particularly when I consider our Ger- 
man resources... . Would I could live 
to see these three great works!" _ 


HE great Weltburger lived at 
least to see the inception of the 
German project, which that ener- 
getic Prince, Ludwig I, announced 
when he ascended the Bavarian throne 
in 1825. The city of London watched, 
and when a company was formed 
under the Frankfort Rothschilds, 7522 
of the 20,000 shares were subscribed 
in England. The Ludwig Canal, built 
in 10 years, connected the Main be- 
low Bamberg with the Danube at Kel- 
heim, 107 miles distant, and was 
opened in 1846. 

It was started at an unpropitious 
time. At first it carried a thriving 
traffic, but at the moment of its 
beginning the first German railway 
track was being laid between two 
towns on its banks, Furth and Nurem- 
berg. In 1860 the-Ludwig Railway, 
named after the King who believed 
in waterways and considered railways 
“a necessary evil,”” reached Regens- 
burg, and its superiority over a canal 
with 100 locks which could only carry 
120-ton ships became ciear. Craft of 
this burthen could not assert, against 
their new rival, the inherent advan- 
tages of water transport—<cheaper con- 
struction, lower working costs, and 
higher proportion of useful load to 
deadweight. Further, the rivers which 
the canal connected were not always 
navigable, so that it did not form a 
constant Rhine-Danube thoroughfare. 
Thus it is a deserted waterway which 
railway travelers through Nuremberg 
see from their carriage windows to- 
day. 

Conviction of the necessity for the 
waterway remained unshaken. It was 
especially strong in Bavaria, which, 
remote from the great seaports, had 
not fully shared in the rapid indus- 
trial development of Germany. The 
idea was kept alive by a Bavarian 
Canal Association formed in 1892, the 
aims of which were briefly sum- 
masized in the words, “A Bavarian port 
on the North Sea.” During the war

By the time their 
report, upon which 
the present scheme 
rests, was ready 
(1920), the new 
Republican Consti- 
tution had charged 
the Reich to take 
over the waterways 
in understanding 
with the States.

Thus the project developed from a 
Bavarian into a German one, and ‘the 
“Rhine-Main-Donau Company’ was 
formed to execute the 1920 plan—that 
is, to construct a waterway navigable 
for 1200 to 1500-ton ships from Asch- 
affenburg on the Main to Passau on 
the Danube, Bavarian presstre having 
already resulted in the canalization of 
the Main between Aschaffenburg and 
ite junction with the Rhine. The 
shares are held predominantly by the 
Reich and Bavaria; in lesser propor- 
tions by other states, Rhine and Main 
cities, and the public. 


HE total distance which the vast 

scheme covers is 380 miles. The 

engineers have three main 
tasks: to remedy the former defect by 
making the Main and Danube con- 
stantly navigable, and to cut a new 
connecting canal between the two riv- 
ers in place of the obsolete Ludwig Ca- 
nal. 

The two river sections are being

Nature has not been altogether 
kind. The waterway will rise from 
Aschaffenburg to the summit-level 
near Hilpoltstein by nearly 1000 feet 
and the descent from there to Passau 
is about 400 feet.

Lech below Augsburg and to construct 
a canal about 46 miles long which, 
crossing the Danube by aqueduct, will 
feed the summit level reservoir at 
Hilpoltstein and ensure the level of the 
main canal. 

An important proposal of the 1920 
plan aimed at making the waterway 
earn its keep by the exploitation of 
water power. At 38 of the dams the 
fall of water is to be used to operate 
power plants.

financial vertebrae 
of the waterway 
and that the reve- 
nue from the sale 
of current would 
considerably reduce 
construction costs. 
Changing condti- 
tions have modi- 
fied these calcula- 
tions, but from re- 
sults already ob- 
tained it is esti- 
mated that each 
plant will pay for 
its construction in 
25 years and there- 
after contribute an- 
nually to the amor- 
tization of the cap- 
ital invested in the 
waterway itself.

Now, if Frel or his assistant, or pos- 
sibly the client, care to, they can get 
a pretty good idea of how the window 
is to look.

The final stages are more or less 
mechanical. A tracing of the cartoon 
is made on asatiff paper. Each indi- 
vidual section of the design, represent- 
ing a separate piece of glass, is then 
carefully cut out of this stiff paper.

effects of light and shade and depth. 
The technique, like the basic stained- 
glase process, goes back to the 
eleventh century. 

“Stained glass is not an art that has 
had a gradual growth,’ Frei explains. 
‘It came into being some time in the 
tenth century and almost at once at- 
tained its greatest artistic perfection. 
It’s quite natural that we today should 
look back to that period. Not with 
an idea of imitation, because nothing 
can be done by imitation. But simply 
to know how superbly glass can be 
employed. Of course, they were able 
then becauee of the very crudity of 
the processes employed to get mar- 
velous effects in color. 


in color by those early crafts- 

men were accidental. We 
could not hope to duplicate them 
even if we tried. Thus, since we 
can’t achieve that same superb luster 
and glow one sees at Chartres, we 
must depend upon the design and 
upon a wise choice of the colors avail- 
able to us for our effects. The suc- 
cess of the finished window depends 
on these two things—the delicacy and 
beauty of the design and the choice 
of the colors to complete it. 

“As it is, we do have a wide range 
of colors from which to choose. Some 
of the glass we import from England 
and Germany comes very close to that 
of the early craftsmen. By-employing 
a trial and error method—getting 
away from a fixed formula—the pres- 
ent-day glass workers approach the 
luminosity, the radiant quality of the 
early glass. So the artist in stained 
glass, once he has completed his de- 
sign, may choose from a quite exten- 
sive palette.” 

His work has almost entirely ab- 
sorbed him during the past five years. 
He has had no time for hobbies, sports 
or clubs. Only his family outside his

“Naturally, I have a very decided 
preference for the medieval type of 
giass—the ,medieval glass as it is 
adapted to the present. The other does 
not particularly interest me, the type 
that was commonest during the last 
century, that is.

The windows in the St. Francis 
Xavier Church are felt by many to 
represent Frei’s finest work to date. 
These five windows, consisting of two 
panels each, represent the Glorification 
of the Holy Trinity. In the right-hand 
panel of the center window is shown 
God the Father as Creator with the 
scepter and globe, and in the left-hand 
panel, God the Son, with the cross. In 
the rosette above appears the Dove, 
symbolic of the Holy Ghost. In the 
windows to the right and left of the 
center are angels, their posture and 
the folded hands suggesting prayer and 
‘adoration. In the extreme windows 
angels with musical instruments sug- 
gest veneration through song and mu- 
sic. The whole is composed of hun- 
dreds of small pieces of glass, jewel. 
like in effect. Frei was given consid 
erable latitude in executing this com- 
mission and worked at it untiringly. 

Another commission in which Frei 
had considerable freedom was that for 
the windows of the Immanuel Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church of St. Louis. 
While this was on a somewhat smaller 
scale, it was done in the same spirit. 
The windows have a naive, almost 
playful quality, similar in this re- 
spect to those of the eleventh and 
twelfth centuries.

he swift, shark-infested 
currents that pour 
through the Florida 
Straits. It was much sim- 
pler and less risky to feed 
aliens to the shark and 
barracuda, in the watery 
solitudes of the Gulf 
Stream, than to attempt 
to land them on the 
Florida shore. They had 
paid their passage money, of course, 
before they were taken aboard. Their 
usefulness had ceased therewith, their 
presence on his boat was irksome and 
might be embarrassing. 


AMMERING his unholy way 
H through these waters that once 

lifted the prows of furtive gal- 
leons and savage privateers, he was a 
throwback to the fierce pirates of the 
bygone brutish centuries—e ferocious 
anachronism in this period of suavity 
and brother-keeping called civiliza- 
tion. He drank as he lived—reckless- 
ly.

A less spectacular and almost 
humorous anti-climax in his career 
was in hiring a customs agent as cook 
aboard his craft on a run from the 
Bahamas to Tampa. This grievous 
mistake subtracted him and three 
companions from the wide salty spaces 
for one year and a day, spent in the 
confines of a Federal prison. 

After his term he returned to Fort 
Myers to resume his manifold wicked- 
ness. One of these was his assault on 
Josie Billie, a minor chieftain in the 
current Seminole dynasty. As & 
“eracker” iad, Alderman knew the 
Seminoles and many of their trails 
through cypress marsh, pine hummock 
and mangrove creek. He had traf- 
ficked with them, trading rum for al- 
ligator and snake hides and, perhaps, 
the forbidden beauties of aigrette 
plumes. Josie Billie had confidence in 
this rugged paleface child of nature. 
After selling his year’s collection of 
skins, trapped in the ‘Glades, the In- 
dian had a wad of about $500, and 
doubtless wanted to celebrate in white- 
man style. Alderman lured him to a 
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‘eecluded beach and forthwith clubbed 


him into unconsciousness, taking the 
money and leaving his victim for 
dead. The Seminole, however, re- 
gained consciousness, and came back 
to accuse the heartless betrayer of 
friendship. This crime cost Alderman 
two years in the State Penitentiary. 
Much. as he scorned society and its 
rules, Alderman was forced to recog- 
nize that he was becoming persona 
non grata along the west coast of 
Florida. Public opinion was becom- 
ing increasingly indignant, and law 
enforcement officers were getting too 
snoopy. In 1923 he transferred his 
activities to the lower east coast of 
Florida, dodging the patrol boats of 
the Government among the Florida 
keys and along the intricate coastline 
from Palm Beach southward. During 
the next four years he had several 
brushes with the officers, exchanging 
leaden salutes, taking pot shots at the 
inquisitive searchlights that combed 
the dark waters for him and his {lk, 
and with every powerful cylinder of 
his engine pounding his way over the 
waves into the black mystery of night. 


N AUGUST 7, 1927, this reck- 
() career of a_ turbulent pl- 
rate spirit culminated suddenly 
in sanguinary drama, his last crime. 
The story has been pieced together 
from the evidence offered at his trial. 

,Alderman and his henchman, Rob- 
ert E. Weech, were returning from the 
Bahamas with a full cargo of liquor. 
About thirty-five miles east of Fort 
Lauderdale, in the Gulf Stream, Coast 
Guard Patrol Boat 249 overhauled the 
smugglers. A shot fired across her 
bow made the rum-runner heave to 
docilely and await the arrival of the 
Government boat. In the brilliant 
sunlight of that summer day it would 
have been impossible to escape. It is 
probable also that Alderman'’s meek- 
nese was only the preliminary of a 
sauvage plan. Alderman’s boat waa 
secured on the starboard side of the 
Government vessel. 

Ordinarily such captures are not at- 
tended by violence, coast guardsmen 
have said. Between captured and 
captor there is an attitude of placid, 
matter-of-fact understanding. 

“Too bad, boys, but we've got you 
with the goods,”’ is the usual tone of 
the Government. “We've got to take 
you in.” 

Apparently this was true of the Al- 
derman capture. Sydney Sanderlin, 
in charge of the coast guardsmen, 
walked to the pilot house to wireless 
his base at Fort Lauderdale of the 
capture. Alderman asked permission 
to return to his own boat for a wrench 
and in the casual mood of the moment 
the permission was granted.

F MURDER, as De 
Quincey held, can 
be a fine art, then 
other categories of 
crime have their 
artists, too; and en- 
grossing indeed are 
the records of thelr 
performances. But the world will 
never hear of the perfect artist 
in crime, since perfeetion in this 
field would mean that a master- 
piece was executed with such con- 
summate art that society could 
not possibly solve it. However, the 
almost perfect crime is the next 
nearest thing and the records of 
them are full of boldness of con- 
ception, subtiety of touch, bril- 
Mant execution; there are in these 
tales splashes of color, mounting 
drama and melodrama—and the 
remorseless fate that always over- 
takes the almost perfect crime. 
While the world can well dis- 
pense with such art and its dev- 
otees, it is bard to deny that 
some of their works are master- 
pieces. For instance: 

To the London Bridge Station 
of the Southeastern Railway one 
evening came a ponderous truck, 
drawn by great horses and guard- 
ed by four stalwart Britishers with 
revolvers in their pockets. From 
the truck there were taken three 
ironbound chests, each dangling 
two heavy locks. It took two 
husky men to carry a chest from 
the truck to the freight scales in 
the railroad statiorr. 

Here a stolid, methodical; un- 
imaginative but thoroughly de- 
pendable railway clerk by the 
name of Sharman took charge of 
the heavily-guarded chests. They 
contained a gold shipment to the 
value of about $88,000, one of a 
regular series of such shipments 
from London across the channel to 
a bank in Paris. 

The men who had brought the 
chests to the railroad station were 
instructed to bring back an ade- 
Quate receipt. It was not enough 
for Sharman to acknowledge that 
he took from the truckmen three 
sealed boxes; they had been 
weighed at the bank which des- 
patched them, and Sharman now 
weighed them and wrote on the 
receipt how much each weighed. 

Then in the presence of witness- 
es, Sharman wound cloth tapes 
about each box; poured hot seal- 
ing wax where the tapes crossed 
and pressed the railroad compa- 
ny’s seal on the congealing wax. 
Should the seals or tapes show at 
the end of the trip the slightest 
signs of having been tampered 
with, instant alarm would have 
been raised. 

The moment they were sealed 
the three chests were carried by 
railway porters into a single 
freight car on the train for Folke- 
stone. No one was permitted to 
remain in the car. The doors ar 
each end were locked and Shar. 
man put the keys to the freight- 
car locks into his inside pocket 
along with the keys that would 
unlock the chests of gold. 


HEN Sharman went into the 

passenger coach just ahead 

of the freight car and 
Stayed there alone and un- 
communicative until the train ar- 
rived at Folkestone. Here in 
the presence of guards and por- 
ters Sharman unlocked the freight 
car, inspected the seals on the 
three chests, found them intact: 
and accompanied them while the 
guards and porters took them on 
board the channel boat. They 
were placed in a strong-walled 
room which could be entered only 
through the door. This was double- 
locked, and Sharman and three 
guards sat outside the door all 
the way over to Boulogne. Al- 
ways accompanied by guards, 
Sharman unlocked the room again, 
the chests were carried off the 
boat and to the office of the re- 
ceiving agent On the pier. 

The routine of these shipments 
was to weigh them again at this 
point, and the written statements 
of these weights were the receipt 
Sharman required—after which 
‘his responsibility was ended. 
There had been so many of these 
shipments and thie same routine 
had been gone through so often 
without the slightest variation 
that mo one ever felt the slight- 
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est uncertainty as to what 
the scales at Boulogne 
would show this time; 
and everyone concerned 
performed his job so me 
ticulously that careless- 
ness was as much out of 
the question as it would 
have Been in the opera- 
tions of a machine. 

Nevertheless, the weigh- 
ing clerk at Boulogne, 
peering at the scale reg- 
ister, turned to Sharman 
and said: “I say, do let 
me see your weight nota- 
tion, will you?”’ 

Sharman released one

word. 

Of course the man who had the 
easiest access to the gold was 
Sharman. His usual routine in 
connection with such shipments 
began at the railroad station in 
London, where he was one of two 
clerks at work in the ticket office. 
Here in this office was a well-se- 
cured safe in which were kept the 
keys to the locks of the gold box. 
es. As soon as the boxes arrived 
from the bank that shipped them 
and began their journey fron 
London Bridge Station, Sharman 
and the keys went along with the 
shipment to Boulogne. 

Scotland Yard did not waste 
much time with any theory based 
on suspicion of Sharman. And we 
can take their word for it—es- 
pecially in the light of the fina) 
explanation—that Sharman was 
not only innocent of any complic- 
ity in the trime, but not even guil- 
ty of the slightest remissness in 
his duty. 7 

But if investigation of Sharman 
brought Scotland Yard no results, 
neither did any other line of fer- 
reting. At the end of several 
months of utmost effort, Scotland 
Yard had to put the gold robbery 
down as one of its infrequent fall- 
ures. A great question mark had 


COTLAND YARD, of course, 


to be entered on the record. Not 
only did the thieves get away with 
their loot, but Scotland Yard 
could not even begin to guess at 
how the thing had been done. 
Some master—the term can 
hardly be denied him—in the art 
of crime, undoubtedly aided by 
others, had successfully eluded the 
police and had apparently perpe- 
trated the perfect crime.
